DALMUIR BLEACHFIELD, NEAR GLASGOW. - 
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On Tuefday lafta floop of war arrived at Falmoyth 


with difpatches fronrEarl St Vincent and Lord Nelfon 
iw the Mediterranean, which, from the bad ftate of the 
roads, did not reach town jill yelterday. 
In‘addiion to the accounts which we have. given of 
the efcape of the King and Queen of Naples, we have 
been favoured with the fubltance of the account which 
Jord Nelfon has tranfinitted of that goft interefting e- 
vent, ina difpatch fiom Palermo of the 28¢h Decem- 
ber, where the Royal Family had arrived, after having 
experienced in their-paflage the feverelt weather ever 
known in thofe feas, and during. which they were in 
confiderable dangér of being thipwrecked. Lord Nel- 
fon, we underftand, in fome of his private letters, de- 
{cribes it as the molt terrible ftorm he ever witneffed, 
and mentions that which he met with off Sardinia, pre- 
vious to thé battle of the Nile, and in which the Van- 
rd was difmafted, as trifling in comparifon with the 
urricane aff the Neapolitan coait. 

‘Ia the coutfe of the voyage Prince Albert, the young- 

eft fon of their Sicilian Majelties, died through excel- 
five ficknefs and fatigue ; and to all ‘the miferies which 
fuch a fcene matt have occafioned in the minds of the 
roval fugitives, they had to add their afflidtioa for the 
Jofs of their child. © x 
Lord Nelfon fpeaks, we underftand, in the higheft 
terms of the kindnefg.and attention thown to their Ma- 
jefties upon this occafion by Lady Hamilton, who, 
with Sir William, retired with the royal family from 
Naples. _ 
Every Englifliman, and all whe were willing to em- 
bark, were fafely conveyed’ to Sicily by-fome of Ad- 
miral- Lord Nelfon’s {quadron ; and ‘we hear from other 
quarters, that the Ail and management difplayed by 
ord Nelfon upon this unfortunate occafion, exceed all 
praife. When the. royal family’arrived at Palermo, 
they wére received with the greate(t demonttrations of 
joys 
4 The information received by Minifters ftate, that the 
sabble of Naples, as foon as they faw their Mepeties 
embark on board the Vanguard, rofe into an infurrec- 
tion, and committed the molt diabolical exceffes both 
of murder and pillage. Numbers of the Nobility were 
_ maffacred ; the principal palaces and hotels of the No- 
bility plundered ; and the city contiaued in the utmotft 
diforder. 

There were rumours both on Saturday‘and yefterday 
that Minifers had received certain advice that the Em- 
peror of Germany had interpofed his mediation between 
the French Directory and the King of Naplcs,-and that 
a treaty of peace was at- length likely to take place, by 
which both the King of Naples and the Grand Duke 
of Fufcany were to be faved, and the former reinftated 
id His kingdom. It has been fo frequently’ reported 
that the Emperor had fettled his difpute with the French 
Republic, that every ngw rumour on the fubject will of 
courfe be regarded’ with jealoufy; but the’ prefent cir- 
cumftances certainly give the air of probability to the 

The analogy in the fate of the King of Naples and 

Sardinia is extremely remazkable. They were barn 
in the fame year (1751) and by the fame foe driven, in 
the fame year, from their dominions oo the Continent, 
and compelled to fhelter themfelves in their refpe@ive 
iflands, one in Sicily and the other in Sardinia. The 
King of Naples is married to the filter of the late Queen 
of France, by whom he has eight children, one of whom 
is wife to her firft coufin the Emperor.. The King of 
Sardinia married his two ters to the two brothers 
of Louis XVI. and had other alliances with the Houfe 
of Bourbon, as alfo with that of Auftria.

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The Prinee of Wales prefented a. very elegant {word 
to General Tarleton on his appointment to a command 
in Portugal, and the General wore it on Thurfday laft 
‘on his appearance at Court..

~ A floop of war from Gibraltar, is arrived at Fal- 
mouth with difpatches from the Mediterranean, faid to 
be of the utmolt importance.—They were fent off to 
London immediately, and all communication with the 
fhip forbidden.—A Captain of a man of war came with 
them, but the fhip being put under quarantine he is not 
Janded. oe 
A letter from Portfmouth, in a poftfcript, dated in 
the evening of Friday, fays, that ** an American had 
juft arrived there from France, and reported, that 28 
fail of the. November convoy have been carried into the 
weftern ports of France, having been taken off the Wef- 
tern Iflands.”” We are by no means inclined to give 
any credit to this report, as the French papers are to 
the 27th ult. wholly filent on the fubjcé, and as the 
capture of them muft, if it had\taken place as is ftated, 
‘have been known at Paris long before the 26th ult. 
Three ficets failed from Portfmouth about the 2oth of 
November, the one for the Welt Indies, the fecond for: 
America, and the third for Lifbon. 
Letters from St Marcou, of the 27th and 28th ult. 
‘ftate that the French, hoping to find our people off their 
guard, had availed themfelves of the extreme. darknefs 
of the night of the 14th, to get cfofe'to’ the iflands, 
with a-view to furprife and carry them by ftorm. A 
tremendous fire, however, of grape, fpeedily undeceived 
them, and when the morning dawned, they were feen 
‘enteting La Hogue. The extent of the injury they 
fultained is uncertain, but it was probably confiderable, 
‘from their appearing, by their voices, fo completely’ 
vwithin the range of our guns. Captain Price, whd com- 
mands the Welt Iflands, on the rsth, fent a flag of 
truce with French prifonefs to La Hogue, which threa- 
tened to fink our boat, and fent to defire they would 
inftantly depart, declaring they would deftroy any boat 
that we fhould fend on airy occafion. Our people, how- 
‘ever, were able to obferve, behind the Caftle, 60 veffels 
with pendants, confilting of gun-brigs and flats, fimilar to 
thofe defeat, on the memorable'7th of May, 1798, which 
tended fo effectually to reprefs the energy-of the French, 
and add to the confidence of Britain. —The Flotilla has 
fince difperfed, and it is believed they will poftpone

‘ The number of oranges imported into the metropolis 
during che laft week, amounted to two handreg and 
twenty thoufand, of lemons about 5,000. The current. 
ptice of the former, beft quality tepacked, was 50s. to 
55s. per chelt.. The lemons fold at 70s. per cheft, 
containing from 6 to 700.

THE STORM, 

So. general and fo heavy has been the fall of faow 
for fome days pait, that three of the mail coaches which 
fould have reached the Metropolis en Friday, and 
eight of thofe due on Saturday, namely, the Exeter, 
Shrewfbury, Liverpool, Leeds, and ‘Edinburgh, did 
not arrive till yelterday mornings “The Worcefter, ' 
Manchelter, and Chelter mails due on Sartrday, had 
not arrived laft night. The Wisbech coach was alfo 
out, being nearly buried ina drift‘of {now, bat the mail 
reached the Polt Office late on Saturday evening. The 
guard who brought it, on his way fell into a dyke,where

Daring the ftorm on Thurfday, a coach on Stain- 
moor, in Weltmoreland, was blown over, providential- 
ly without material injury to the paflengers or driver; 
and on Friday the Lynn double-badied coach was, in 
confequence of the coachman being’ unable to diftin- 
guifh the road, driven into a pit of fnow between Bark- 
way and Cambridge, and it was by great exertions. the 
horfes were difg out. , 

- The mail coach that left London for Edinburph on 
Friday night, was drawn fora mile and a half to Royf.

I can ok extreme impatience for the refult of my 
operations, to give you information of the ag oP 
Many obltacles mult be overcome to attain our object. 
‘The con(tant rains and fnows, the overflowing of tor- 
rents, the infurrections of peafants who harrafs us on 
our flanks, cut away the eh and intercept our com- 
munications, have frequently given me much trouble ; 
but the ceurage of the army, the energy of the Gene- 
ral Officers, have furmounted every difficulty, and I 
have riow to announce to you that the I rench Repub 
lic is, by the taking of Pefcara, miltrefs of the two 
Abruzzoes ; that its troops occupy the fortrefs of Ga- 
tea, and that the right of the army of Rome is encamp- 
ed before Capua. 3 

I thall here only point out the principal points of the 
army. I entru(t the farther details on that head to the 
Chief of my Staff. 

The firlt divifion, under the command of General 
Macdonald, after the moft difficult marches, paffed the 
Garigliano at two points, Ceprano and Tfola 5 the roads 
were extremely bad, and the works in the front of the 
river formidable. Here the enemy left eighty pieces of 
cannon. 

While this divifion tas performing this movement, I 
detached General Rey to Terracino with the Th and 
25th regiments -of chaffeurs, the Polith legion, and 
fome pieces of light artilltry. He had orders to carry 
the batteries ereéted in the defiles of Fondi, at Itri, and 
' defended by feven pieces of cannon; to take pofleilion 
of Gatea, to pafs the Garigliano, and to arrive betore 
Capua. No one executes an order better than Gene- 
ral Rey. 

Meanwhile General Kellerman, whom the wreck of 
the, column of Damas and the refiftance,of Viterbo de- 
tained at a diftance from the army, at laft announced to 
me, that after having defeated General Damas, taken 
Viterbo, and delivered the French prifoners whom that 
rebellious city retathed as hoftages, he'marched to re- 
join thearmy. His cavalry was ordeted to join the 
fir t divifion at Ceprano, and he himfelf with the 15th 
lig't infantry and hisastillery joined General Rey at 
Fondi. . 
The firlt divifion, after having paffed the Gariglia- 
no, arrived, after three marches, at Capua, and fum- 
moned that place to furrender. General Mack, who 
commanded there in perfon, anfwered, that having the 
advantage of a fortfied town and an intrenched camp, 
he would defend hirmafelf. Upon receiving this reply, 
General Macdonald ordered the, attack, and the re- 
doubts were taken by the grenadiers of the goth of the 
line. We loft a hw men, and the brave General 
Mathieu had .his arm broken bya fhot. All who 
know him regret this accident, and the Republic will 
for fome time lofe a diltinguithed officer. In my next, 
I fhall fend you an account of particular atts of cou- 
‘age performed by our foldiers. 

General Rey, faithful to his inftru€ions, when join- 
ed'by the troops under the command of General Kel- 
lerman, prefented himfelf before Gatea.. This place, 
defended by 4000 men, 70 pieces of cannon, 22 brafs 
mortars, with provifions aad ammunition for one year, 
and having in its port feven armed feluccas, feveral 
tranfports, feveral veffels laden with corn, &c. announ- 
ced that it would defend icfelf. General Rey placed 
a howitzer agaimft it, aiid threw fome fhells ioto the 
town—the garrifon foon teftified fymptoms of diforder, 
and the enemy’s General offered to ccapitulate.. He: 
was ordered to furrender, and informed, that if he re- 
fufed, no quarter would be givvn. He, obeyed. ‘I'he 
garrifon was made prifoners of war, except the Gene- 
ral and 63 officers, who were allowed to retire under 
the promife of’ not ferving againft the French Repu- 
blic. . We found in this place one hundred thoufand 
weight of powder, twenty thoufand mukets, &c.
